In 
as  much  as  the  Board  Attorney  is  representing  the  entire  Board, I 
will  not  delve  into  the  full  matter  at  this  time,  but  my  personal 
Attorney  and  I  feel  that  the  people  of  East  Paterson  should  be  in¬ 
formed  on  the  matters  which  pertain  to  me.

SAILING 


The  Boat  Show  brought  home  the  fact  that  sailing,  like  golf, 
was  once  a  rich  man’s  sport.  But  just  as  golf  has  now  become 
popular,  so,  too,  has  sailing  come  within  the  range  of  the  aver¬ 
age  budget.  For  the  price  of  a  color-TV  set,  almost  anyone  can 
turn  himself  into  a  weekend  sailor.  Newsweek  Magazine  reports 
that  all  it  takes  is  a  beach,  an  expanse  of  water  and  a  package  of 
aluminum,  Dacron  and  Fiberglass.  When  unwrapped,  the  package 
becomes  either  an  11-foot  sailboard  called  the  Sailfish,  or  a  13- 
foot  7-inch  sailboard  called  the  Sunfish.  The  manufacturer,  Alcort, 
Inc.,  of  Waterbury,  Conn.,  believes  that  its  sailboards  are  probably 
the  most  popular  vessels  afloat.  Since  the  first  one  was  introduced 
in  1947,  some  70,000  have  been  launched.  Proof  of  the  product’s 
soaring  popularity:  22  other  firms  have  come  out  with  sailboards 
named  everything  from  Swift  to  Kitten.  Sailboards  are  easy  to 
transport  (the  top  of  a  car  will  do),  easy  to  sail  and  easy  to  buy. 
Do-it-yourselfers  can  buy  a  Sailfish  kit  of  marine  plywood  that  can 
be  put  together  almost  anywhere.  Handling  a  sailboard  is  literally 
child’s  play.  Parents  are  not  afraid  to  use  their  youngsters  as 
crew  members  because  the  sailboards  are  generally  safer  than 
larger  craft.  And  they  can  be  sailed  in  everything  from  a  glassy 
calm  to  a  moderate  gale.  Some  skippers  of  larger  boats  criticize 
sailboards  for  being  too  easy  to  sail.  Although  many  Sailfish  and 
Sunfish  enthusiasts  can  afford  more  elaborate  vessels,  they  remain 
devoted  sailboarders. 

SKIING 

An  annual  winter  weekend  ritual--involving  riding  up  and  schussing 
down  mountains  packed  with  snow  by  millions  of  Americans  gets 
underway  with  almost  the  first  snowfall.  The  ski  season,  which  starts 
in  earnest  during  Christmas  week  and  moves  into  full  swing  in  Jan¬ 
uary  and  February,  is  more  than  a  time  at  which  a  rapidly  growing 
hobby  and  exciting  participant  sport  comes  into  its  own,  however. 
According  to  Leonard  Sloane  of  The  New  York  Times,  it  is  also  a 
period  when  a  booming  industry  realizes  the  fruits  of  its  prepara¬ 
tions  in  the  preceding  months.  For  manufacturers  of  ski  apparel, 
equipment,  footwear  and  accessories,  it  is  the  moment  of  truth 
when  their  marketing  theories  and  new  products  reach  the  ultim¬ 
ate  arbiter,  the  consumer.  The  total  ski  business  in  the  country 
during  this  winter  season  will  amount  to  almost  $1  billion,  Ski 
Industries  America,  a  trade  association,  predicts.  Last  season, 
it  says,  overall  volume  amounted  to  about  $750  million.  Perhaps 
more  than  any  other  industry,  skiing  is  dependent  upon  the  weather. 
Even  with  the  advances  already  achieved  in  artificial  snow-making, 
there  cannot  be  snow  on  the  ground — andskterson  the  snow--  unless 
the  temperature  drops  below  freezing.  Estimates  of  the  number  of 
skiers  in  the  United  States  vary  from  two  million  to  over  five  mil¬ 
lion,  possibly  because  of  the  difficulty  in  determining  who  is  a  skier 
(is  it  a  person  who  has  skied  once,  who  goes  skiing  once  a  year  or 
who  skiis  many  times  a  year?)  S.I.A.,  however  uses  the  figure  of 
3.3  million.  A  statistical  study  released  by  the  Department  of  Com¬ 
merce  discloses  that  the  American  skier  has  a  median  age  of  26.2 
and  a  median  annual  income  of  $11,115.  Moreover ,  it  showed  that 
about  two-thirds  of  all  skiers  are  college  graduates.  How  do  these 
young,  affluent  and  intelligent  men  and  women  spend  their  skiing 
dollars?  At  a  typical  resort,  a  person  might  spend  each  day  $10 
for  accommodations,  $10  for  food,  $5  for  a  lift  ticket  and  $10  for 
renting  everything  needed  to  attack  the  slopes,  from  pants  and 
parka  to  skiis,  boots,  poles  and  bindings.  Thus  a  three-day,  two- 
night  weekend  at  a  New  York,  Massachusetts  or  Vermont  ski  resort 
could  cost  more  than  $75  plus  the  cost  of  transportation.  The  in¬ 
itial  purchases  of  a  person  determined  to  have  his  or  her  own  good 
equipment  and  to  look  well  while  skiing  could  easily  be  about  $200. 
For  this  amount,  a  skier  could  buy  everything  from  winter  under¬ 
wear  to  goggles  and  perhaps  even  have  a  bit  left  over  for  a  rum 
toddy  in  the  ski  lodge  the  first  night  of  his  trip. 

SAFETY 

“Five  years  ago,  the  use  of  metal  studs  on  tires  to  help  a  car 
grip  the  road  would  have  been  classed  as  a  gimmick  from  an  Ian 
Fleming  novel,”  writes  William  D.  Smith  in  The  New  York  Times. 
This  winter,  they  have  become  an  accepted  part  of  the  American 
scene.  The  studded  tires  are  not  assisting  a  super-spy  like  Mr. 
Fleming’s  character,  James  Bond,  to  elude  the  bad  guys  but  ra¬ 
ther  helping  Americans  protect  themselves  from  the  hazards  of 
driving  in  ice  and  snow.  The  National  Safety  Council  estimates 
that  use  of  the  studs  improves  traction  on  ice-covered  roads  by 
136  per  cent  over  traction  with  conventional  tires.  This  means 
that  a  car  traveling  20  miles  an  hour  on  an  icy  pavement  would 
stop  within  110  feet  after  its  brakes  were  hit  if  it  had  studs  in  its 
snow-tires.  The  same  car  using  snow  tires  without  studs  would 
take  167  feet  to  come  to  a  halt.  If  ordinary  nonwinter  tires  were 
used,  it  would  take  the  car  180  feet  to  stop.  Many  Americans  seem 
to  have  taken  such  statistics  to  heart.  After  a  season  of  limited 
test  marketing  last  year,  sales  of  studded  tires  are  expected  to 
reach  3  million  this  year.  The  success  of  the  studded  tire  this 
year  is  expected  to  spur  over-all  snow-tire  sales  to  a  record  of 
21  million  units  despite  a  relatively  mild  winter  so  far  in  the  North¬ 
east.
